died Thursday night of a coronary illness. He was about 19 years 
old, and had planned to enter college in September. 


5 . A part-time student in Chinese from DDP/TSD entered training 
on 5 October 1970 on a three-afternoons -a-week schedule. His train- 
ing was interrupted as of 18 December and not resumed until 26 April 
1971. It took three weeks to review the material he had already 
covered before he could proceed with the course. His training was 
again interrupted on 25 June owing to press of business on his desk, 
and we have just been informed that it will not be resumed for the 
same reason. This complete waste of a student's time is an example 
of what can happen in part-time language training, particularly wit 1 
components whose employees are heavily involved in TDY s .
